is not in a condition to bo made availtablo to 
slave labor. Being aa yet unaurvcyed, no per- 
son can legitimately claim more than ICO acres 
or one quarter section. 
Slavery must have 


more extensive tracts than quarter sections up- 
on which to operate and flourish. So lengthen 
as the lands are not purchasable, but only open 
to the squatter or preemptor, the slave interest 
can acquire no reliable foothold in Kansas. 


It says, also, that the particular kind or qual- 


ity of land which could be rendered available 
to slave labor in the cultivation of hemp and 
tobaco—the only products of slave labor Kan- 
sas will produce has already been nearly, if not 
quite all taken up, and is now occupied by actu- 
al settlem ; and it would be folly iu the extreme 
for slaveholders to bring on their hordes of 
slaves (or the purpose of raising hemp and to- 
baco on tbe high and rolling prairies. 


. The editor has reliable information, that eve- 


ry district in the Territory has tcit/tin its litnits a 
majority of free State toters, while the districts, 
in passing from the Missouri river into the in- 
terior of the Territory, are settled almost ex- 
clusively by Free State citizens. 


This sounds cheering and we trust may prove 


correct, but the great point at present is, will 
the next Congress sanction the legality, and up- 
hold the foul acts of tho MissouriKansas Leg- 
laturo, as well as the outrageous election of 
Whitfieid, or, denouncing these, give to Reed- 
er his rightful placo, disband the illegal Legis- 
lature and accord to the legitimate settlers of 
Kansas a right to exerciao thoir rights.

The Chicago Democratic Press copies a largo 


portion of tho tirade of the Daily American 
against Mr. Pfeil, for proposing to burn the 
body of his deceased wife, and remarks upon 
it :

Did our cotemporary never read 
that the most polished nations of antiquity con- 
sidered it an act of pioty—ono which it would 
have been unpardonable to neglect—to con- 
sume the bodies of friends upon the funeral 
pyre J Imbued with something of tho i>arao 
sentiment, Byron burned tho body of his friend 
Shelley, and we have never understood that 
any ono was shocked at tho act; but many 
A/irc thought that such rites were more poeti- 
cal than depositins the body in tho ground to 
be speedily nhauged to n mass of loathsome 
corruption. It may not bo desirable to revive 
those old funeral rites, but there- is no good 
reason why our cotomporury should indulge in 
coarse personable abuse, of ono who is sincere 
in thinking differently.
